$1500 in the Associated Stu- 
dent expenditures for 1941- 
42 was asked today with the 
submission of a tentative 
budget for jaysee executive 
approval. 


The board will be called on to 
approve the new list at this af- 
ternoon’s weekly session of the 
governmental body. 

LIST EXPENDITURES 

Listing estimated expenditures 
of $10,984 for the year, the re- 
port shows a total of $12,495 
spent by the Associated Students 
last year. The figure represented 
a defiicit of $749 as compared to 
receipts, and exceeded by $1456 
the tentative allotment submitted 
at the first of the year. 

Although no reason was speci- 
fied for the drastic increase of 
last year’s spending over the 
original estimate, the record also 
showed that the board spent only 
$10,574 dollars in 1939-40, which 
was within the allotment for that 
scholastic year. . 
RESERVE DEPLETED 

A reserve surplus fund of near- 
ly $5000 which-Had been accumu- 
lated up to last year was prac- 
tically all used at the end of the 
year to pay $4000 advance rental 
on the Municipal bowl for jaysee 
athletics, and in making up the 
deficit encountered in last year’s 
expenditures. 

Total estimated receipts for 
this year are $11,185 as compared 
to $11,746.86 actually received 
last year. The receipts come from 
student tickets, football gate re- 
ceipts, and various activities.

1937—This would have been a 
completely successful year had the 
Dons not tied a determined Indian 
squad in both the regular meet 


and league play-off, thereby shar- . 


ing the crown with 
dino for the season. 

1940—The Big year for the 
scarlet and black. They not only 
pounded their way through an un- 
defeated, untied season, totaling 
316 points to opponents 41, but 
ended the schedule as the nation’s 
No. 1 Champions.

Fighting Tuberculosis 


To jaysee students, the victory flag 
flying over the campus is a familiar sight. 
Occasional defeats can be expected, but 
these defeats are considered as only tem- 
porary by students who are fond of vic- 
tory. 

There is another fight, one that goes on 
year after year, with some defeats but 
mostly successes. Christmas seals foster 
this fight, for it is the battle against tuber- 
culosis. When the local tuberculosis as- 
sociation recently turned a fluoroscope 
over to the health department, the jaysee 
had the importance of the seal sale 
brought home. 

As a life saver.the fluoroscope is highly 
esteemed for it may find the white plague 
when even the victim does not know it is 
present. Early tuberculosis is curable, by 
rest and good food. Students of jaysee 
age are highly susceptible to this disease, 
and it is for this reason that free exami- 
nations are planned for students who de- 
sire them. 

Appointments for health examinations 
may be made with Dr. Mary Block, jay- 
see physician, who is aiding in the anti- 
tuberculosis campus campaign.—S.W.

Thanksgiving Held On Many Dates 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt was not the first person 
to change the date of Thanksgiving, as that holiday has been 
observed altogether by the nation on four different months 
—November, December, February, and July, since its in- 


ception by the Pilgrims. 

America will celebrate Thanks- 
giving this year on _ the third 
Thursday of November. Held on 
this date for the last two years, 
it will be changed to the last 
Thursday in November next year 
by a proclamation of the presi- 
dent. 


Looking back on history, the 
first Thanksgiving was announced 
by Governor Bradford on Dee. 13, 
1621, a year after the Pilgrim 
fathers had landed on American 
shores. Attending this first festival 
were 55 pilgrims and _ Indian 
guests. 

BOSTON HOLIDAY 

In 1630 on Feb. 22, Thanksgiv- 
ing services were held in Boston 
on the arrival of a convoy of ships 
from England. 


From this year to 1680 there 
were 20 Thanksgiving days held 
on different dates about every two 
or three years. The holiday was 
abandoned in 1675 due to the In- 
dian warfare at the time. 


The first national Thanksgiving 
was proclaimed by General Wash- 
ington for Nov. 26, 1789, at the 
suggestion of the Continental con- 
gress as a day of rejoicing for a 
free nation. 

The various states drifted from 
the original date, until previous to 
the Civil war every state held the 
annual holiday on a different day. 
FIRST PERMANENT DATE 

President Lincoln finally set a 
permanent date for Thanksgiving 
in 1860. From that day until re- 
cently it has been held on the last 
Thursday of November. 

Regardless of the date of the 
celebration, the spirit has, and 
should remain the most important 
thing to remember for America.

Own Skeleton 


Jaysee has a skeleton, and it 
isn’t kept in a family closet. Used 


by the life science classes, the 
skeleton is on view in the zoology 
class where it has been the prop- 
erty of the college since 1932. 


If the object were ever drop- 
ped it would take quite awhile to 
put it back together again as it 
has a total of 206 different bones 
in the body. 


One of the most unusual proper- 
ties of a skeleton, Instructor F, H. 
Schroeder explained, is that its 
exact age can be determined by 
the hardness of certain bones. 


Skeletons for class study are ex- 
tremely difficult to procure at this 
time. Most skeletons are shipped 
from the Orient, Europe, and from 
prisons, Mr. Schroeder revealed. 


The anatomy class studies the 
skeleton in detail. It takes three 
or four weeks for the class to 
familiarize itself with the differ- 
ent bones. 


The skeleton determines one’s 
size and height. Without it one 
would be a shapeless mass. It 
holds the body upright and gives 
facial prominence. It is also neces- 
sary for locomotion, Mr. Schroe- 
der explained.

COLLEGE FEELS WAR 


Jaysee might have to revert back to 
the chalk and slate days according to the 
college business office if the present war 
prices and restrictions on supplies keeps 
up. Although only one item, cellophane, 
is actually impossible to get, prices on 
many supplies have gone up as much as 
100 per cent and the quantity bought is 
curtailed. : 

Paper and its different by-products of- 
fer the most difficulty, according to Roy 
Wheeler, jaysee supply purchaser. ‘““We 
were probably lucky this year as our or- 
ders were placed early in the year before 
the present curtailment of buying went 
into effect,” he said. 

AFFECTS ART CLASSES MOST 

The chemical chlorine, which is used 
in the college swimming pool, is only 
obtained in small quantities now. Purex 


and chlorox, chlorine by-products used by | 


the custodians, and soap are also on the 
list of defense products. 

Probably affecting the art department 
most, the present emergency has stopped 
all foreign paper used by the craft classes. 
Some of the last supply of German and 
Italian batik paper in the United States 
was bought by the local department re- 
cently. Glazing materials used in pottery 
making are also being taken off the mar- 
ket. 

Sidelines on the curtailed jaysee sup- 
plies revealed by Purchaser Wheeler in- 
cluded the fact that metal bands used on 
pencils are being done away with in favor 
of plastics as the pencil making machines 
are used for constructing gun sights in 
the defense industries. Blue paper in the 
art department is cut off due to the fact 
that blue is the most satisfactory color 
for camouflage by the army from raiding 
airplanes. : 
FOREIGN PRODUCTS SCARCE 

The reason for curtailed buying of 
paper pulp and chlorine is that it is used 
in making smokeless powder for shells. 
Chlorine ‘is also being used in making 
poison gas for the army. 

Even mimeograph paper falls under the 
“hard to get” list as it uses rice paper 
supplied by Japan. This is only being 
shipped in limited quantities at the pres- 
ent time. All the drafting instruments 
used by the engineering department are 
impossible to buy as they are foreign 
made. 

The number of issues of El] Don may be 
limited by three numbers next semester 
due to the increased cost of production. 
Del Ano supplies were ordered early in 
September to make certain their delivery.
